Competition Stiff At Foh Festival 



The first annual Intercol- 
legiate Folk Song Festival in 
Eastern Canada was held Sat- 
urday, October 17th. The idea 
of the festival was originated 
late in the '63-' 64 term by 
Alex McKinney and in Sept- 
ember of '64 advertisements 
of the event were sent to 
universities with a five hun- 
dred mile radius of Macdon- 
ald. As a result, eleven en- 
tries from Quebec, Ontario 
and two from the United States 
were received. Under the en- 
thusiastic leadeijship of Alex, 
President of the Macdonald 
College Lit and Deb Society, 
arrangements were made for 
the performance to be held 
on an improvised stage in 
Glenfinnan Rink. A judge for 
the occasion, Mrs. E. Fowke 
was invited to come from 
Toronto and she was assisted 
in the judging of musical ar- 
rangements by Dr. Church- 
ley of Macdonald. 

Eliminations began at 12:30 
on Saturday afternoon, con- 
tinuing untU 4:00 when the 
finalists were announced. A 
capacity crowd of 500 attend- 
ed. The following were the 
entries in the Festival:- Don 
and Donna of Macdonald Col- 
lege; Errol and Garnet of York 
University (Ont.); The Aggies 
Four of Kemptville Agricul- 
tural College (Ont.); Lauren- 
tide Two of McG ill University; 



Tom, Val and Jerry of Hart- 
wick College (U.S.); The Bish- 
op' s Gaitors of Bishop's Univ- 
ersity (Que.); Judy and Ed 
of Carleton University (Ont.); 
Rosalind of Macdonald Col- 
lege; McGill Billies of Mc- 
Gill University; Andy and 
Steve of Queen's University 
(Ont.); Tabachneck Trio of 
Hudson Valley Community 
School (U.S.); Don Smith of 
University of Ottawa (Ont.); 
and Keith Baxter of R.M.C. 
(Ont.). All the performers 
proved to be accomplished 
vocalists and musicians al- 
though some showed the nerv- 
ousness which was only to be 
expected. In the true folk sing- 
er' s style, each song was 
introduced and explained to the 
audience. 

The evening performance, 
conducted by Master of Cere- 
monies, Shawn Kelly of Mont- 
real, Included an even larger 
audience then expected. Six 
finalists remained of the total 
thirteen entries. Dr. H. Dion 
extended a welcome to the 
participants and visitors and 
paid tribute to the efforts 
of Alex McKinney and his 
committee. Before the show 
began, Mrs. Fowke gave a 
short address on Canadian 
folk singing. She explained 
her choice of finalists was 
based on a variety of style 
which she wished to see in- 



cluded in the final perform- 
ance. She preferred tradition- 
al songs for a folk song fes- 
tival, making this another rea- 
son for her final decision. 
Following this talk, the show 
began with the Laurentide 
Two, followed by Don and 
Donna, the Tabachneck Trio, 
Don Smith, Andy and Steve 
and The Bishop's Gaitors. 
Each group sang much the 
same repetoire as in the 
semi-finals with the inclusion 
of one or two different songs. 
At the conclusion of the pro- 
gram. Bob Robson, President 
of our Students Council, made 
a few remarks on the work 
done to produce such an af- 
fair, noting that this was the 
first of many such Folk Fes- 
tivals to come. Mrs. Fowke 
then briefly gave her opinions 
of the Festival, finding it, 
on the whole, "very interest- 
ing, but slightly amateurish". 
She awarded the Alan Mills 
Trophy for the best all-round 
performance to The Bishop's 



Gaitors. This group included 
John Piper on the bass fid- 
dle, Peter Waif or d on the 
S-string banjo and Roma Bar- 
on on the twelve string guitar. 
Their final number was a 
humourous original of their 
own called, "I'm an Ookpik 
Salesman". An award for the 
best folk song was made to 
Steve and Andy (Stephen Tobe 
and Andrew Marshall) for 



their choice of "The Swal- 
low", a rousing sea-shanty. 
Our own Don and Donna, and 
Rosalind are to be commend- 
ed on their admirable pres- 
entations. 

The huge success of this 
festival can only make us 
echo the words of Bob Rob- 
son in hoping that this will 
be just the start of many 
Folk Song Festivals to come.

If using special 
radio or newspaper coverage, 
contact the Director at least 
two weeks before the event. 
Two newspapers in Montreal 
and three radio stations on the 
island are willing to publicize 
our major events if sufficient 
detail is given in plenty of 
time. For convenience to theni 
and us, contact with them is to 
be made only through the Di- 
rector of Publicity, except in 
sports where special arrange- 
ments have been made. 

This year, a summary of 
events is being prepared in 
poster form to cover two day 
events. This is a new idea 
and could be effective if all 
organizations and classes co- 
operated in forwarding their 
meeting notices, parties, or 
any activity to the Director of 
Publicity at least three days 



before the event. 

At present, the above outline 
is basically the policy of the 
Departments. Write down your 
suggestion for improvements.

replacements. 

Questions were put to her 
by members of the society. 
These dealt with a very wide 
variety of subjects varying 
from the organization of farm 
ing to the system of family 
nomenclature (Total suffrage: 
the wife keeps her maiden 
name). Mrs. Gonzales an- 
swered these diplomatically, 
referring after on political 
questions to other countries, 
even the U.S.A. when they 
were in similar state of up- 
heaval. 

In general a rather rosy 
picture of the situation in 
Cuba was drawn. However it 
was a chance to find out some- 
thing of the country from a 



view point very different from 
that so often found in the 
press. 

We wish to thank everyone 
who did attend for doing so 
and hope that they also found 
the topic an interesting one. 
There are several other 
speakers who have been in- 
vited to talk on subjects of 
topical interest throughout the 
year. They will be made known 
as soon as final arrangements 
have been made. At the next 
meeting on Nov. 1, a film 
"Food and Famine" will be 
shown.

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Do Schools Fail To 
Educate Women? 

By LARRY MILLSON 

Schools assumei that education should be the same for 
both boys and girls. And because of this they are educating 
girls into being imitation men. 

As a result, the qualities of womanhood are being frus- 
trated and wasted. 

So says Sir John Newson, one of Britain's top authorities 
on education. 

"I believe that, in addition to their needs as individuals, 
our girls should be educated in terms of their main social func- 
tion — which is to make for themselves, their children and 
their husbands a secure and suitable home,'' he says. 

Although he talks about the British system, much of 
what he says can be applied to our own educational system. 

Women have every bit as 

rv?i!.fH'*"/\^''il'*r*l:* schools make girls into imitation men 

says. But he feels that the ^ 
woman has a different social 
role and should be educated to 
suit that role. 

When a boy leaves school, he 
is going to acquire a skill and 
practise it. Marriage will not 
radically alter the pattern of 
his working life. 




Says a leading Biitish educator 



TWO LIVES 

"But when a girl leaves 
school, she is usually destined, 
not for one life, but for two. 
At first, she is going to earn 
her living, and then she is 
going to marry a man and be- 
come the mother of a family." 

Therefore when a girl 
leaves school she does not 
think of taking up a job for 
life. 

"Rather, she thinks of what 
she is going to do in the few 
years before she marries and 
of what might be useful to 
her after marriage." 

However, this does not mean 
that Sir John advocates an 
inferior education for girls, 
or that less money should be 
spent on them, or that their 
teachers be less able. 



"They are — it should be ob- 
vious enough — just as impor- 
tant as boys: in fact, this 
dual role of theirs gives them 

aJmost a double importance. 
They have an economic 
importance to society as well 
as being creators in their own 
right. 

"The job of being an intel- 
ligent wife and mother 
requires the highest possible 
sensitivity of a variety of 
kinds. It means being a bit of 
a psychologist, knowing the 
way the world works, how 
the local community func- 
tions, what the powers of the 
local authorities are, what 
social services are available. 

"It means — and this is 
increasingly important — 
knowing how to make an 
intelligent uur,^ of leisure. 
That means being able to 
read, to use books intelli- 
gently; perhaps to play and 
teach musical instruments ; to 
be discriminating about what 
you listen to or view on the 
television." 



He believes that girls 
should be taught the more 
personalized subjects such as 
literature and what he calls 
the "domestic arts," which 
can be practised in the home, 
such as creative writing, 
painting and drawing. 

Since girls are more natur- 
ally interested in these arts, 
he says, then their intellec- 
tual curiosity would be 
aroused. 

"This is the nub of the 
whole thing. 

THE OBJECT 

"The object of education is 
to get the mind working, to 
whet intellectual curiosity . . . 
to make people dissatisfied 
with cant and hypocrisy . . ." 

"To sum up: the purpose of 
education is to estimate 
creative interest. An educa- 
tion is, in a sense, vocational, 
vocational for living. 

"And nobody can escape 
from the vocation of being 
male or female. The mistake 
is to think that they are the 
same."

Women's Sports 

Girls - Take Note 

An explanation of the Interclass point system, I think is 
necessary at this time as Interclass Sports will begin in the 
next few weeks - and if each girl fully understands this system 
plus the Importance of her participation in these activities more 
interest we hope will be shown by the girls here at Mac. 

A class may earn a total of 100 points for competing in an 
interclass sport. Fifty of these points may be earned by par- 
ticipation and 50 through performance. 

Interclass sports are basketball, volleyball, hockey, speed 
swimming, track and field, badminton, tennis and archery. 
Points will be awarded to interclass officials for interclass 
activities. 

A. Participation: 

1. The percentage participation for a class in a sport shall 
be determined using the following equation. No. of students in a 
class participating in a sport ; No, of officials (students) for 
that sport divided by total no. of eligible students in class 
multiplied by 100%. 

2. The total no. of eligible students in the class shall include 
all those women living in Stewart Hall, Laird Hall, Ste. Annes, 
plus any other student provided she obtains permission from 
the W.A.A. Executive to be an eligible interclass member. 
Participants in that same intercollegiate sport are ineligible. 

3. Provided a woman's name appeared in 30-40% of the 
total no. of possible events for the sport she shall be consider- 
ed as having participated. 

4. The class receiving the highest percentage participation 
for the sport shall be awarded 50 points, the second highest 
48, the third 46, etc., down to the class with the lowest per- 
centage. 

Trying classes shall each be awarded x points and the next 
lowest class "(x-2)". 

X is the number of points that the class team wins. 

B. Performance: 

1. The placing of a team or an individual is an interclass 
sport shall be determined as follows: 

Basketball, volleyball, hockey are some examples. 

Win - 5 points; Tie - 3 points; Loss - 1 point; Default - minus 

5 points. 

SWIM MEET - Races - 5, 3, 1; Sync, Figures - 5, 3, 1; Re- 
lays - 7, 4, 1; Sync. Comp. - 7, 4, 1. 

TRACK AND FIELD - Standard 1 - 1 point; Standard 2-2 
points; Standard 3 - 3 points. 

2. The class team or an individual for the class who placed 
first in an interclass sport shall be awarded 50 points, second 
place 48 etc. 

3. A class may enter any number of teams or as many indi- 
viduals as possible into an interclass sport. 

FINAL STANDINGS: 

1. To obtain the final class standing for each sport, the par- 
ticipation and performance points are added. The total possible 
points being 100. The class team with the highest possible per- 
formance points out of 50 is the winner of that sport and shall 
receive the interclass crest for that sport. 

2. The Mrs. Walter M. Stewart athletic shield for Interclass 
competition shall be awarded to the class which has gained the 
greatest number of points during the year through participation 
and performance in interclass sports.
